LIEUT, GOV, STONE'S 


LIFE_WORK IS DONE 


Wisconsin Official's End Is Delayed by 


a Strong Constitution, but End 


Is Peaceful. 


Watertown. Wis., May 12.—Lieuten- 


ant Governor Stone died last night at 
3:17. His end was peaceful. At the 
bedside were Mrs. Stoned his son. Will 
D. Stone, and wife and Marshall 
J. 


Woodward, his business partner for 
sver thirty years. During the morn- 
Ing Mr. Stone regained, consciousness 
Tor a few minutes, and seemed to rec- 
ognize those about his bedside, hut 
Immediately dropped off Into,the com- 
atose state In which he lay. for the 
last two days. After this his pulse be- 
gan .to grow weaker, and for several 
hours before his death it waa-so feeble 
as hardly to be discernible. For the last 
three days Mr. Stone had been uncon- 
scious. He bade farewell to his fam- 
ily Thursday evening, but his wonder- 
ful vitality delayed the end, which had 
been expected at any moment-fof the 
past forty-eight hours. Lieut. Gov. 
Stone had not been In robust health 
for some years. About six months ago 
stomach troubles gave him -consider- 
able annoyance, and a-trip South was 
taken. This proved not so beneficial 
as hoped, and Instead of gaining Mr. 
Stone lost strength. Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Stone was serving his second 
term, having been first elected' In 189$ 
and re-elected In 1900. He was a na- 
tive of England, where he was born 
In 183G. He came to this country 
when a boy of 5 years with his parents. 
In 1889 he came to Wisconsin and lo- 
cated In Watertown, which was his 
home for the remainder of his life. 
a Lieutenant-Governor Jesse 
Stone 


was born In the city of Llncoln.-.Lin- 
colnshlre. England, on ..August 23. 
1830. He-'came to the United States 
when'but. five years old, settling with 


LIEUT.-dOV. STONE. 
his parents at Waterford,' New York. 
He was educated In the schools there 
and as a boy wax noted for his inven- 
tive genius. 
He established himself 


In the soda cracker business In Louis- 
ville, Ky.. In 1854. later going to Chi- 
cago. 
In 1869 he moved to Water- 


town and started the firm of Woodard 
& Stone, for the manufacture of con- 
fections and crackers. 
Aside from 


his Interests In the factory he 
was 


a stockholder In the Johnson 'Elec- 
trical Co., Mllwaul\2e. 
WlscUiwj 


Telephone Co., vice president 
of the 


Banl: of WatertoWn and president ol 
the Watertown Gas Co. 


In politics Mr. Stone played an Im- 


portant factor. 
His home town, a 


democratic 
stronghold, has 
three 


times elected him to the legislature 
He • has served on both national and 
state committees and was nominated 
and elected lieutenant governor In 
1898 
which office he has held since. 


Mr. Stone was a member of the Ma- 
sonic order having received the thir- 
ty-second degree. 
He was also an 


Elk oi good standing. 


The funeral will be held on Wednes 


day at two p. in. from the Congrega 
tlonal church at Watertown.

Among the op- 
ponents of tho bill still to be heard 
arc Senators C|ay and Money. It is 
probable that considerable debate will 
grow out of the speeches of Senators 
Foraker and Spooner. Senator Lodge 
has given notice that on Tuesday ho 
will move to meet at 11 o'clock each 
day to facilitate consideration of the 
Philippine bill.
